finishing of tho work, in the old days 
a three-quarter had lurgely ‘to make hig 
own chances, and he waa expected to turn 
that chanco to ‘the greatest possible use 
with-Hit(le. consideration for anything oxcopt 
scoring or making ground. Thus a man Jearn- 


-ed to be more pelf-reliont than in the modern 


game, and, as individualism was the ordor, it 
naturally followed that vory fino individual per- 
formances resulted. “Probably no: finer indiyi- 
duel player than Loonaril Stukes ever appeared 
at threequarter. He played iu the duys of two 
three-quarters and three, and ho displayed every 
quality which joes to the making of the groat 
player-—grent kicking powers, wondorful judg 
mient,’ resource and courage, Alike in attack 
and defence he was wonderful. His immense 
Kicks to touch, his capacity for dropping proals, 
hig ubility to cover the whole field of defence, 
urv part of the history of football.

Under the four three-quarter game, in which 
combination has been developed to, the. highest 
degree, there have bosn many fine pairs of half- 
backa —for. andor the new system combination is 
so absolntely essontial that it is the pair which 
‘counts, not the individual. Tha most notable 
instance of half-back combination which haa 
ever beon son was in the case of, the brothors 
David and Evan Jumos, of Swansea and Wales, 
who worked together with such thorough under- 
stunding thut they often baffled the defonce of 
their opponents. They had made a study of 
the possibilities of the game, and when it is 
remembered that botli were very dodgy, and 
that they took und gave passes from one to the
